Lungren Vote Leads 
to 上 opp Nabbing 
Senate Chairmanship 


SACRAMENTO - California State 
Senator Quentin Kopp was appointed 
chairman of the Senate's Transportation 
committee last week as a reward for voting 
against the nomination of Dan Lungren for 
State treasurerT. 

Kopp, an independent representing SE 
and parts of San Mateo County, denied that 
he made any deals to become chairman. He 
Said the idea was not formally discussed 
until last week. Kopp had been a member 
of the Transportation committee. As a SF 
Supervisor Kopp was a prominent figure 
in Bay Area transportation issues. 

Senate president Pro Tem, David 
Roberti (D-LA) insisted，“there was no 
Specific quid pro quo.”Roberti explained 
the appointment by saying，We have to 
stand with those who stand with us.” 

The move has led to Speculation that 
Kopp, elected in 1988 with some financial 
help from Republicans, will become 3 
Democrat again. 

Governor George Deukmejian stated， 
“This is nothing more than a political 
payoft, pure and Simple. Senator Roberti 
Iewarded Senator Quentin Kopp for 
blatantly breaking his word to Representa- 
tive Dan Lungren.” 

Kopp said that many in his district 
voiced fierce opposition to Lungren's 
nomination. The opposition has centered 
onLungren's Opposition to reparations to 
Japanese Americans who were interned 
during World War II and his ultra- 
conservative Congressional voting record.

Kopp replaced State Senator Wadie

The US Congress delivered a well- 
deserved victory for America's civil rights 
Imovement last week when it overrode 
President Reagan's veto of the Civil Rights 
Restoration Act of 1987. 

In 1984 the US Supreme Court in a case 
involving Grove City College in Pennsy]- 


Vania, ruled that the nation's civil rights 


laws barred discrimination only in a 
Particular program Or activity”receiving 
federal aid. The Court's interpretation of 


federal civil nights ljaws effectively gutted 
the clout of our federal government in 


pressuring recipients of federal funds like 


Schools, colleges, and other public agencies 
to adopt anti-discriminatory practices in 
employment and program services on an 


institutional basis. 

Civil rights advocates, led by the 185- 
group Leadership Conference on Civil 
Rights, then moved to persuade federal 
legislators to back the Civil Rights Restora- 
ton Act which bars discrimination 
throughout institutions receiving federal 
funds. It took four years for the US 


U Congress to approve the bill, because of the 
diversionary tactics by Some anti-abortion 


legislators. (The legislation states explic- 
itly its neutrality on the abortion issue,) 

In his veto message, President Reagan 
whined and complained about the unneces- 
Sary expansion of federal powers in the 


CIvil Rights Restoration Act. On the eve of 
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the congressional vote to override the veto， 
Vice President George Bush transparently 
expressed his Support for civil rights before 
a group of well-heeled black Republican 
businesspersons and then hypocritically 
crowed his support for the Presidenbs veto. 
Thank goodness, the Reagan magic has 
lostits glitter and punch in the twilight 


months of what has already become a 
pathetic presidential administration. 


Bipartisanship won the day for the 
country'S civil nights laws, as Democrats 
and Republicans in both the Senate and 
House rose to repudiate President Reagan's 
consistently insensitive attitude and policy 
towards minorities women, elderly and the 
disabled, who all have faced discrimination 
and unequal treatment at one time or 
another in their lives.

TIhave Some comments of my Own to 
add to what you wrote, but first I should 
explain my interest in this toplic， My wife 
ls Chinese, from Hong Kong, and for this 
and other reasons，I have taken qulte an 
interest in the Chinese community. IsSpeak 
Cantonese and have taught Englsh as a 
9econd Language in SF"S Chinatown as an 
avocation, and since my vocation is 
teaching Computer Science, I of course 
have contact with the large number of 
Chinese Students who study Compnuter 
Science, especially among graduate 
Students. 

Also, since my wife works in the 
9illicon Valley (we live halfway between 
her job and mine, in Walnut Creek), in 
which a large number of the computer 
professionals are Chinese, a large propor- 
tion of our friends are Chinese. 

TIregret to Say that it ls my feeling that 
racism among Chinese Americans is even 
more prevalent than what you described， 
though Imustemphasize here that Iam 
talking about immigrant Chinese, not 
“ABC"7S. ”Isee the problem as being 


ls all the more Sad about it is that these are 
highly educated people 一 with Master S 
degrees Or better 一 who ought to know 
better， 

The problem is So common that they 
take it for granted that everyone Shares this 
attitude, and they are not the least bit 
ashamed of it，In fact on this latter point 
they are worse than the people you de- 
SCcribed in your column, who“would never 
use the word nigger.”Another point to 
mention in this regard is that the term HAok 
gwai is actually one of the milder forms of 
pejorative language used. I have Seen SOme 
Chinese people speak of blacks in language 
which one would normally use to describe 
animals. 

Some blacks and Hispanics, especially 
blacks, are definitely beginning to notice 
this racism. Thave already Seen several 
letters to the editor regarding this in the 
print media, and black students here at 
Davis have complained about it to me. I 
am not Sure how much the general black 
population is aware of the problem . 
Possibly the awareness is mainly among 
those who have close contact with Chinese 
immigrants,e.g. those in universities and 
the computer industry，Bnut surely this 
reputation will spread, and I am quite 
concerned about the consequences. 

In this light another point is Important: 
TIhappean to come from a Jewish back- 
ground, and Ithink that the Jewish/Asian

Both groups have high regard for education 
and family ties, both have been victims of 
discrimination, etc， Unfortunately, I am 
beginning to see another parallel appear 3S 
well, this one much less healthy: There is 
growing opposition among Chinese 
Americans to affirmative action programs 
(which the column cited too).I feel that 
one of the primary causes of the recent 
development of anti-Semitic feeling among 
blacks is that in the 1970:s, several national 
Jewish organizations mounted a campaign 
against affirmative action, and I greatly 
fear that a similar problem will develop 
between blacks and Asians, exacerbating an 
already worrySome problem , 

Honly Asians could see that affirmative 
action benefits Our entire Society! [By the 
way, my Observation is that affirmative 
action is working quite well in the universi- 
ties 一 te Black and Hispanic students that 
Ihave had in the last couple of years have 
been dramatically better than those I had 
earlier,]

A Fne Mist of Tear Gas, and Tedars 


The death of Vincent Chin almost Six 
years ago hangs over Asian America like a 
fine mist of tear gas. 

When our consciousness becomes fully 
aware of lt the mist stngs and chokes us. 
Then, inevitably, we ask why and in the 
asking, we become irrltated, depressed and 
ulbumately angered by the acrid effects of 
the maist. 

Chin's death has taken on mythic 
proportions In Asian America. It is the 
modern-day Symbol of how vulnerable 
people of Asian descent are in a country 
that s known worldwide to be free and 
open and just. 

We generally know the broad outlines of 
the StOry. Chin was bludgeoned to death 
with a baseball bat by an auto plant 
foreman, Ronald Ebens, who allegedly 
mistook Chin to be of Japanese descent. 
Atthe time - and still Somewhat today - 
many Americans blame Japan for 
Detroit s economic woesS， 

Ebens pleaded guilty to manslaughter im 
a Wayne County, Michigan trial and was 
given three years probation and fined 
3$3,720. Outraged at the leniency of the 
Sentence, Aslan American Civil rights 
activists presSured the Us Justice Pepart- 
ment to bring civil rights charges against 
Ebens, who was convicted, but whose 
coOnviction was later Overturned on 
technical grounds by a US appeals court， 
So Ebens walked away, essentially a free 
man， 

A powerful documentary, 到 po Ked 
Vincent Chi by two New York 
flmmakers, Christine Choy and Renee 
Tajima, brings alive the Vincent Chin case 
in astunning way. It had its Bay Area 
premlere on March 18 and 19 during the 
San Francisco Film Festival. 

FEilm has the unique power to instantane- 
ously link us emotionally with the grim 
realities and complex range of human 
behavior. No matter how much you' ve 
read about the Chin case, a film treatment 
of it set contextually in an economically 
Shakel Detroit of 1982, wrenches Our guts 
and forces us to stare unblinkingly at the 
repulsive face of an American tragedy， 

Part of the film'"s punch comes from its 
non-linear style. Choy and Tajima infused 
their flm with a jazzy, hip, quick-cutting 
look and feel. Some critics have com- 
mented that the editing confused them, but 
while Ifound it somewhat disconcerting， 
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The film intersperses interviews with 
archival television footage with other 
interviews Or Scenes from the sleazy 
nightclub where the fateful events began. 
The Motown Sound track transports us to 
Detroit. 

One of the film's triumphs was the 
interview with Ronald Ebens, who， 
according to Tajlima, ducked their requests 
for more than three years. He agreed to ta 让 
with them only after the federal civil rights 
case and only after figuring that they 
probably wouldn t stop asking him for an 
interview. That kind of persistence is a 
hallmark of first-rate investigative journal- 
1Sm.

When Ebens denies he's a racist when 
he says the altercation that led to his 
vicious beating of Chin while his nephew 
held Chin captive was just one of those 
things that happens, an argument getting 
out of hand and adrenaline taking over， 
When he Says he knows very few“Orien- 
tals，but the ones he does know, well， 
they re fine people 一 these are Searing 
moments that tell us a lot about America. 

Choy and Tajima say they wanted to do 
an American film, not one aimed specifi- 
cally at an Asian American audience， 
because the Vincent Chin story is pure 
Americana， 

Another of the film"s successes is the 
glimpse of gritty, blue-collar Detroit at a 
time when the auto industry was experienc- 
ing bad times. We visit a bar and listen in 
onafew telling moments of banter among 
WwWorkers while they down their shots and 
beer chasers. An interview with two 
workers in a bus also reveals a certain 
blue-collar mentality and attitudes toward 
Asians. Together, these filmic views unveil 
amixture of stubborn pride in what the 
Workers do and a glaring ignorance of 
today's world， 

”Even though the criminal-justice System 
couldn't- or wouldn't - prove Ebens was 


racially motivated in killing Chin, Asian 
America instinctively feels that race played 
akey role in his death. 

The film captures contradictory testi- 
mony from witnesses. One was 3a whbite 
woman dancer at the Fancy Pants Lounge， 
the site of the initial argument between 
Ebens and Chin. The dancer testified she 
heard Ebens say to Chin，“Its because of 
youmotherfuckers that we're out of jobs… 

Like a smoldering fire in aTNT plant 
the ingredients for an explosion were 
present on June 19, 1982. With macho 
bravado, boozed-up men ogle topless 
Women dancers at the sleazy Fancy Pants 
Lounge. Ebens and his nephew were 
among the crowd; So were Chin and his 
friends, who were on a pre-wedding 
bachelor party (Chin was due to be married 
in a few days). 

Ebens was Sitting across the elevated 
dancers” runway from Chin. Ebens 
allegedly called Chin some racist names. 
After Ebens' alleged taunting remark about 
Chin causing auto-industry layoffs, Chin 
“sucker-punched”Ebens. A brief, chaotic 
fight ensued in the bar. 

It was after both parties left the Fancy 
Pants that the real trouble began, with 
Ebens and Nitz stalking Chin and his 
friends, finally catching up with him， 
baseball bat in hand. 

The Rashomon-like quality of the 
testimony of various partles, as well as the 
rigidities and limiltations of the criminal- 
justice System come through clearly in the 
flm, another triumphant moment.

“tremendous Impact”of her work. She has 
conducted classes and refresher courses at a 
range of hospitals in Mandarin and English. 
“TI can See the results after five years， There 
is an wareness [of diabetes and its care] 
that wasn't there before… 

The trip to 玉 waZulu, however, was 
different，Itresulted from a unique 
situation, explains Huang. On atour of the 
United States a year ago, the Zulu chief， 
himself a diabetic, was referred to UCSF'S 
authority on diabetes, Dr. Peter Forsham .

While Choy describes filmmaking as a 
difficult process, Tajima, who grew up in 
Los Angeles and graduated from Harvard， 
describes it as“dying a thousand deaths.”

Many 
filmmakers are independently wealthy.?” 

For all their complaints about financial 
difficulties, neither claimed to have 
become flmmakers to make money. Choy 
admitted that she has the credentials“to 
make commercials Or music videoSs.” 
However both enjoy makimg films about 
SOcial change. They also noted the impor- 
tance of positive role models in the mass 
media. Choy Said that she herself is not a 


good role model, because “IsSmoke, talk 
too much and curse.” 

They are very excited that a major film

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Coalition Sues INS

LOS ANGELES - A coalition for fair 
amnesty application is Suing the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Services (INS) for - 
the way they are implementing the legaliza- 
tion ]aw. 

Violations of visas by immigrants who 
entered legally, but dropped out of school 
orterminated employment must be known 
to the government” by Jan. 1, 1982, im 
order to be eligible for legalization. 
Aittorney Peter Schey of the coalition said 
that the INS's interpretation of the law is 
not“generous and liberal ”3S CongresS 
intended it should be, but rather was 
“estrictive and Stingy.”A lawsuit is being 
filed because the INS is insisting that 
“known to the government means known 
to the INS.… 

Stewart KKwoh, executive director of 
AsSian Pacific American Legal Center， 
explained,“Atleast S00 immigrants have 
come to the APALC in the past six months 
with 'known to the government problems. 
Many of these immigrants would now be 
eligible 证 "known to the govermnment Was 
held to be 'known to any federal agency. 

Kwoh cited the example of a Thai 
Student who attended a university 位 om 
1978-1983 on a student visa, but failed to - 
register for School during the summer of 
1980 and became a parttime Student in the 
fall of "80. 

The School s policy was to notify INS 


va 
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when foreign students didn't satisfactorily 
maintain their fulltime status in school. 
INS, however, had no Tecord of recelving 
notice regarding this Student. 

The student also began working in 
1980. His earnings were reported to 由 e 
Social Security Administration and he filed 
income taxes. His employment was not 
authorized by INS and was considered a 
violation of his non-immigrant Student 
status. The student filed his legalization 
application and was denied. 

“It is the contention of this 1awsuit that 
people like (the Thai immigranb would 
now be eligible for legalization because 
their unlawful status was "known to the 
govermnment ”said 玉 woh， 

He urged all such immigrants, an 
estimated 25.000, to contact their office Or 
other legal agencies. APALC' Snumber is 
(213) 748-2022. Kwoh urged immigrants in 
this category, who have not yet applied for 
amnesty, to prepare the forms and contact 3 
legal agency.
